medical specialists (ophthalmo- 
logists) have been formed to 
serve the New York Eye Bank 
for Sight Restoration, 

It was started by the Council, 
2 State agency, that there is 
some misunderstanding on the 
part of the public that the Eye 
Bank replaces the entire eye of 
people who are blind. Actually, 
it was stressed, this is not the 
case. The Eye-Bank is a deposi- 
tory for a section of the eye 
which is known as the cornea. 
When the cornea, the clear win- 
dow in front of the eye, is dam- 
aged and can't be seen through, 
an eye specialist may then con- 
sider the advisability of replac- 
ing the cornea with one provid- 
ed by the Eye-Bank. It was un- 
derlined that there are relative- 
ly few people who can be help- 
ed by this type of surgery. It 
takes a highly trained eye spe- 
cialist to tell when a scarred 
cornea can be successfully re- 
moved and a new one put in its 
place. 

The New York Eye Bank re- 
cently paid tribute to the Ameri- 


can Red Cross and the nation's | 4 


airlines for cooperation in mak- 
ing the Sight restoration pro- 
gram a success. The Red Cross 
carries eyes to and from lócal 
hospitals and the airlines fly the 
eyes wherever they are needed 
nation-wide. 

A spokesman for the New 
York Eye Bank said “there have 
been attempts on the part of lay 
organizations to set up their 
own Eye-Bank individually and 
these attempts are unfortunate. 
The Eye-Bank requires strict 
medical supervision and its 
maintenarnce carries tremend- 
ous responsibility". A few big 
cities, it was stated, have estab- 
lished Eye-Banks that are affi- 
liated with the New York in- 
stitution.

Florida's poultry and egg 
crop last year had a cash value 
of $34,487,000, a 15 percent gain 
over 1952. 

Eggs accounted for $20,866,- 
000 of the total value and chick- 
ens and broilers for the balance. 
Eggs were up 23 percent and 
meat 4 percent. 

In recent years Florida has 
produced about one-half the 
poultry meat and one-tthird the 
eggs consumed in the State. The 
gain in sales last year (passing 
the national figure by 5 per- 
cent) is a step toward narrow- 
ing this gap between consump- 
tion and production, the Flor- 
ida State Chamber of Commerce 
stated recently. 

Details of poultry and egg 
production in Florida are given 
in thís week's business review 
of the State Chamber's research 
and industrial division. 

Poultrymen started last year 
with a flock of 3,302,000,000 
hens and pullets, 5 percent more 
than on January 1, 1952. Egg 
volume reached 438 million 
eggs, as compared with 328 mil-
